SEATTLE. Wash. July 20.— 
Wiey Post, round-the-world flyer, 
mssed over Nome, Alaska, at 7:30 
; m. (12:30 p. m. St. Louis time), 
the U. S. Army Signal Corps was 
yivised by its station there. 
Post's plans called for a landing 
it Fairbanks, 500 miles east of 
Nome, where preparations have 
yen made for refueling his plane 
or his next flight to Edmonton, 
Alberta. 
Post was about 16 hours, 30 min- 
ves on his way from Khabarovsk, 
iberia. 
The weather bureau reported 
bh sky in Nome was overcast 
arlier in the day and that rain 
falling in most of interior 
Alaska. 
Two years ago Post and Harold 
Catty, his navigator, flew from) 
Khabarovsk to Solomon Beach, 
nar Nome, in 16% hours. They 


refueled on the beach and contin- 
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ued their flight to Fairbanks. 
Directional signals had been 
transmitted by Western Alaska 
stations of the Signal Corps during 
the night to guide Post through 
the murky sky. 
At Nome, Post had increased his 
mrgin over the Post-Gatty record 
y 13 minutes, making his lead 30 
ours, 29 minutes. Post’s elapsed 
ime since he took off from New 
fork was 130 hours, 20 minutes. 
Mast and Gatty had used up 160 
urs, 49 minutes when they 
mached Solomon, near Nome. 


Thirty Hours Ahead of Record 

When He Left Khaborovsk. 
MOSCOW, July 2.—Thirty 
hours, 16 minutes ahead of the rec- 
ord he hopes to beat? Wiley Post, 
American round-the-world flyer, 
took off from Khabarovsk, in Hast- 
ern Siberia, across Bering Sea, the 
horthern end of the Pacific Ocean, 
for Alaska at 3:58 a. m. today. 

He arrived at Khabarovsk at 3:45, 
~m. from Rukhiovo, 700 miles 
. ay. Refueling took two hours, 
3 minutes, and then he was on his 
ay again. 

His speed eclipsed the speed of 
communication facilities. For sev- 
tral hours news of his takeoff from 
Rukhlovo and arrival at Khaba- 
tvsk was lacking. 

Post and Harold Gatty were 144 
hours, 4 minutes out of New York 
hen they started the trans-Pa- 
ic jump from Khabarovsk in 
31. Post alone had an elapsed 
me of 113 hours, 48 minutes. 

Post's lead had been whittled 
lwwn to only 42 minutes by rain 
and fog and generally bad weather 
m his trip from Moscow to Novo- 
ibirsk, Siberia, and later from 
Irkutsk to Rukhlovo, but he in- 
eased it by the fast flight to 
Khabarovsk.

HITLER ANCESTORS 
JEWS, NEWSPAPER 
IN 


Press Argument Becomes Heat- 
ed With Reproduction of 
_ Family Tintypes.

' VIENNA, July 20.—An angry 
conéroversy is being waged by Vi- 
‘enna newspapers over the ques- 
tion -whether Chancellor Hitler's 
ancestors were Jewish. 

For the last week the boulevard 
papers of the Fascist Heimwehr (a 
Government supporter) have been 
splashing their front pages with 
the German Chancellor's family 
tree. Photographs of a tombstone 
and of old family album tintypes 
and copies of Jewish archives have 
been published as evidence that 
Hitler’s family came from a ghetto 
in Polna, Bohemia. | 

The more conservative dailies, 
however, pointed out gaps in the 
alleged lineage, and today even the 
Socialist Allgemeine Zeitung — 
oe for months has been con- 

ucting. a bitter campaign against 
Nazi Germany—made public the 
result of its own investigations to 
the effect that “there is no doubt 
that Hitler is an Aryan.” 
~The Allgemeine Zeitung conclud- 
ed a genealogical survey by say- 
ing, “We can not be suspected of 
wanting to take sides with the Nazi 
leader. But it is our opinion that 
fighting with false contentions 
harms more than it helps.” 

The Heimwehr’s Oesterreichi- 
sches Abendblatt retorted with a 
genealogical list allegedly signed 
by the director of the city mu- 
seum at Polna to the effect that 
the Hitler family originated in 1682 
with “a Jew Aaron” whose de- 
scendants in 1785 adopted the name 
“Hittler,” which later became Hit- 
ler. : 


STOCKS OFF $2 T0 $20 
ON NEW YORK "CHANGE 


Sales Estimated to Be Largest 
ince 1930—Slump in Sym- 
pathy With Wheat. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, July 20.—Stock and 
commodity values crumbled today 
in badly shaken markets. Transac- 
tions approximated 8,120,000 shares, 
the largest aggregate since May 5, 
1930. 

With wheat down 13 to 15 cents 
a bushel, corn 12 to 13 cents and 
cotton more than $5 a bale, prices 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
fell from $2 to more than $20. Dis- 
tillery and whisky issues were 
again weakest, but the entire mar- 
ket was hard hit. 

Values faded rapidly through 
most the afternoon following rather 
feeble attempts to rally during the 
morning. Wheat’s precipitate 
plunge about noon brought a quick 
reaction in shares and, although 
prices steadied for a time around 
2 o'clock, the decline was soon re- 
sumed on a broad scale. 
Speculative accounts were liqui- 
dated in large volume as margins 
were wiped out, and offerings from 
other sources increased, finding the 
market with little or no support 
from buying orders. 

The break coincided with a very 
sharp advance in dollar exchange 
against foreign currencies. Sterling 
fell to $4.67% off 14%, cents, while 
French francs, Swiss francs, Dutch 
guilders and other continental 
money weakened correspondingly. 

Cotton rallied from its extreme 
lows, closing with net losses of 
$3.60 to $4 a bale.

President Speaks Italian in 
Congratulating Air Fleet 
Commander Who Flies 
From New York With 39 
Officers. 

CHEERING CROWDS 

GREET VISITORS 


Day of Entertainment at 
Capital Includes Recep- 
tion at Embassy and Din- 
ner — To Return To- 
morrow.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt received Gen. Italo 
Balbo and the officers of the Ital- 
ian air fleet at the White House 
today. — 
After an exchange of greetings in 
the Executive Mansion, the Presi- 
dent entertained the officers at a 
formal luncheon attended by Act- 
ing Secretary Phillips of the State 
Department and Ambassador Rosso 
of Italy. 
The crowd which lined the arched 
driveway of the White House 
roared a greeting as the flyers were 
driven to the front portico. 
Smiling broadly, Gen. Balbo re- 
turned the welcome with a wave of 
the hand. The President’s naval 
and military aids met Gen. Balbo 
and his officers on the portico and 
escorted them into the mansion. 

Roosevelt Speaks in Italian. 

President Roosevelt received the 
flyers in the blue room and in 
shaking hands with Gen. Balbo of- 
fered his congratulations in Italian. 
The President greeted each of the 
officers who snapped to attention 
and saluted before shaking hands 
with him. 

The .Marine band played the 
Italian national anthem as the fly- 
ers entered the White House. 

After the exchange of greetings 
the President and the flyers sat 
down to luncheon in the state din- 
ing room. 

+ Gen. Balbo and 39 of his officers 
had arrived at Bolling Field at 10:29 
from New York. They had taken 
off there at 8:15 in 11 army and 
navy planes. 

The head of the Italian air force 
was in the Navy cabin amphibian, 
which is assigned to the personal 
use of President Roosevelt and such 
of his distinguished guests as he 
may designate. Gen. Balbo was ac- 
companied by E. W. Spencer, his 
naval aid. The plane was piloted 
by Lieut. F. D. Owers of the Ana- 
costia Naval Station, 

Gen. Balbo wore a heavy leather 
jacket and flying helmet. He said 
he wore this garb because he had 
caught a slight cold. 

Smiling broadly, Gen. Balbo was 
greeted by Lieutenant-Colonel B. K. 
Yount, commander of Bolling Field. 
‘Far up the field artillery boomed 
forth with a 19-gun salute. The 
United States Navy band played the 
Italian national anthem as Balbo 
walked with Yount from the plane 
to the reviewing stand. There he 
was greeted by high governmental 
dignitaries, including Secretaries 
Swanson and Roper. Italian Am- 
bassador Rosso and a large group 
from the diplomatic corps gathered 
to do him honor. 

After a brief exchange of greet- 
ings Balbo and his party reviewed 
a guard of honor presented by the 
army and departed for a downtown 
hotel to rest momentarily before

Tentative Draft Separates 
Manufacture From Distri- 
bution Except in Ordinary 
Credits. 


PROMISE TO OBEY . 
ALL LAWS INCLUDED 


Hours and Wages to Be 
Taken Up—Pay Now $25 
to $50 a Week on 44- 
to-48-Hour Week.

WASHINGTON, July 20. — Di- 
vorce of beer manufacture from 
beer distribution, so far as practi- 
cable, is provided for in a tenta- 
tive draft of a national recovery 
act brewing code agreed upon to- 
day at a conference of representa- 
tives of organized labor and the 


brewing industry. 

The only direct connection be- 
tween manufacturers and distribu- 
tors permitted by the tentative 
code is the ordinary credit ar- 
rangements necessary in the con- 
duct of business. Brewers, accord- 
ing to the proposed agreement, 
would not be permitted directly or 
indirectly, to own stock, lease 
property or advance funds to dis- 
tributors. 

The signatories to the tentative 
code would promise to obey al] na- 
tional, state and local laws and 
would lodge complaints with “the 
properly appointed persons or of- 
ficials” against persons failing to 
observe the law. 


.Hours and Wages Next. . 


Maximum hours and minimum 
wages were not agreed upon at the 
conference today. These questions 
will be discussed at a conference 
to be held in New York next week. 

At present brewery workers are 
on a 44 or 48 hour week schedule 
with ordinary wages ranging from 
$25 to $50 a week. 

Joseph Obergdell, secretary 
and treasurer of the Brewery In- 
ternational Union, said after the 
morning session that he was hold- 
ing out “diplomatically” for a 30- 
hour week, the general. goal set by 
organized labor. He indicated that 
he was not making an unrelenting 
fight for this schedule, pointing out 
that in the brewing industry there 
was a three-month period when 
demand reached a peak. Between 
now and the conference next week, 
Obergdell will confer with officers 
of his union regarding hours and 
wages. He said that ..his group 
was unalterably opposéd to any re- 
duction in wages in thé event a 
shorter work week is stipulated in 
the code.

Fitzgerald's startling statement, 
after he had repeatedly denied 
knowledge of the abduction, was the 
first in the rapid-fire series of 
events leading up to Chief of Po- 
lice Gerk’s announcement this 
morning.

Within a few hours after Fitz- 
gerald had broken down and ad- 
mitted his complicity, the police 
during the night had arrested two 
men and two women, who, they 
charge, were directly involved with 
Fitzgerald in the kidnaping. They

WASHINGTON, Julf¥ 20.—A 
warning to all industries that a 
crisis is faced within the next 30 to 
60 days in bringing the country’s 
purchasing power te a parity with 
rising prices, was issued today by 
Hugh .8. Johnson, Industrial Re- 
covery Administrator, as he opened 
public hearings on the code pro- 
posed for the women’s coat and suit 
industry. 

“We have had a rapid increase 
in prices throughout. industry,” 
Johnson noted emphatically. “We 
recognize that costs are going to 
increase and prices will have to 
also. ~ 

“Every time in the past there 
has been a rapid increase in prices 
there has been a lag in wages. But 
now the distortion of increased 
prices is so rapid and the lag of 
purchasing power so great that it 
is plain we can't stage industrial 
recovery with 12,000,000 men out of 
work.” 

He urged the women’s coat and 
suit manufacturers and the repre- 
sentatives of labor in that indus- 
try to thresh out the prospective 
points in the proposed agreement 
to shorten hours and raise wages 
by working on two main principles, 
for stabilization and protection of 
the industry itself and for bene- 
fiting the workers therein. 

.“There Is No Escape.” 

Johnson told the clothiers that in- 

dustry had to move on abroad 


- front to put people back to work 


“not six months from now, but right 
now,” at wages that permit them 
to live. 

“If we don’t,” he said, “there will 
be the buyers’ inability to buy the 
products of industry. There is no 
escape, I have no doubt the situa- 
tion is being realized in industry 
and that it is going to be solved.” 

He said he had seen advance 
wholesale quotations‘ for retail re- 
stocking which showed increases of 
from 60 to 130 per cent. Calling 
this “appalling,” he added, “this 
shows what we are up against in a 
little while and it lies in your hands 
to meet the situation.” 


Says “This Law Works.’ 


Making the rounds of hearings on 
proposals for specific codes to in- 
crease wages and restrict working 
time, Johnson told the crowded 
meetings that we are “emerging 
from the depths, but not from the 
dangers” of depression. “We have 
a right to be encouraged about this 
law; it works,” Johnson said. “As 
I see it, there are now two main 
problems—some device to bring in 
the unorganized classes and this 
question of prices going too far 
ahead of consuming power. The 
operation of this law has been an 
inspiring thing.” —~ 

“Roosevelt's Own Concept.” 

In a speech to lumbermen on the 
recovery act, Johnson said: “This 
thing is pecullarly Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s own concept. I don’t 
mean:in detail, his mind doesn’t 
work that way. But there is a lot 
of talk about brain trusts—the peo- 
ple he uses to get facts from. Let 
me tell you that this is his own 
particular property.” ° 

Johnson explained it was the 
President's own idea to get indus- 
try acting collectively and to lift 
buying power so that it would not 
lag behind prices. 

“Many people say, ‘Oh, well, he 
just delegates this power’,” he went 
ahead. “I say to you the Presi- 
dent is sitting up on this thing, he 
is giving his personal, individual 
attention and when decisions are 
made, the President is going to 
make those decisions.” 

Johnson today perfected for pre- 
sentation to President Roosevelt 
the complete program for his na- 
tion-wide “code” push.

In Clash With Admiral. 

Admiral E. 8. Land’s support of 
the 40-hour week provision in the 
shipbuilding code led to an Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor protest at 
the White House today. John Frey 
of the labor organization demanded 
of Admiral Land the authority for 
his testimony yesterday. He as- 
serted he had taken the matter up 
with Louis Howe, a secretary to the 
President. “I am going further 
with it,” Frey said, as spectators 
swarmed around. 

Frey accused Land and the navy 
of favoring the shipbuilders’ code 
almost in its entirety, and declared: 
“When any member of the Govern- 
ment takes part in a matter like 
this, except to supply requested in- 
formation, he is going far beyond 
his authority.” 

Land told Frey he appeared at 
yesterday’s hearing by direction of 
Secretary Swanson and that a part 
of his statement had been supplied 
by the Secretary. Admiral Land 
had testified a working week be- 
low 40 hours in shipyards would 
greatly increase shipbuilding costs 
and seriously delay deliveries. 

Garment Makers’ Demands. 

The International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union has submit- 
ted a plea for a 30-hour maximum 
week for all except office and ship- 
ping department employes, and pro- 
hibition of overtime and child labor. 
The American Cloak and Suit Man- 
ufactyurers’ Association code called 
for a $14 a week minimum wage 
for non-manufacturing jobbers’ em- 
ployes and $1, 75 cents and 45 cents 
per hour, respectively, for cutters, 
sample makers and examiners. 
Craft employes would be paid on a 
piece basis ranging from 45 cents to 
$1 an hour. The union proposal 
provides weekly wages for manu- 
facturing employes ranging from 
$26 to $55. 

Both would work toward estab- 
lishment of an unemployment in- 
surance fund, but the union pro- 
posal provided for immediate as- 
sessment of 5 per cent of the to- 
tal payroll. .

Wheat Goes Below Dollar With

Friends of Those Detained 
Trying to Raise Bond — 
U. S. Ambassador Gets 
Action.

_ PALMA, Mallorca, July 20.—Five 
American prisoners held here with- 
out bail for a month and a half 


because they allegedly attacked a 
civil guard, were granted bail to- 
day and were ordered released. 

Manuel Azana, Premier and War 
Minister of Spain, cabled the mili- 
tary authorities here ordering the 
immediate release of the Ameri- 
cans, He:took this action after a 
conference with United States Am- 
bassador Claude G. Bowers in 
Madrid. 

It was learned that following his 
conversation with the Premier 
Bowers immediately visited For- 
eign Minister de los Rios in the 
capital. 

Mrs. Clinton B. Lockwood of 
Springfield, Mass.;-and Rutherford 
Fullerton of Columbus, O., two of 
the five Americans held, were lib- 
erated provisionally when they suc- 
ceeded in raising bail bond of 10,000 
pesetas (about $1200). 

The other three Americans, Lock- 
wood, Roderick F. Mead of New 
York City and Edmund W. Blod- 
gett of Stamford, Conn., were still 
held in default of bail while their 
friends hurried around trying to 
raise the necessary amount. 

The Judge took the passports of 
Fullerton and Mrs. Lockwood when 
they posted the required bond and 
advised them that they would re- 
main under police surveillance and 
must report to his court every day, 
pending disposal of the case. 

Mrs. Lockwood was said to be in 
poor health because of her six 
weeks’ imprisonment. No formal 
charges have been. filed. 

Theodor Pratt, an American 
writer, meanwhile, is reported to be 
in seclusion at the home of a friend 
here while authorities considered 
the advisability of prosecuting him 
for his article, allegedly derogatory, 
about Mallorca. 

It was reported that Pratt will 
encounter no difficulty in leaving 
the island because no legal charge 
has been filed against him. His 
article aroused resentment in cer- 
tain quarters. 

Newspapers today praised the 
civil governors for giving him the 
protection of a civil guard escort 
when he came to Palma from the 
other side of the island. 


Speedy and Fair Trial Promised 
Only Nominal Bail. - 
By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, July 20.—Nominal bail 
compared to that usually demand- 
ed under the military code was be- 
ing arranged today in the case of 
the five Americans imprisoned in 
Mallorca on charges of assaulting 
a civil guard. The offense is mili- 
tary because a guard is involved. 

United States Ambassador Claude 
G. Bowers arranged for the release 
of the prisoners at interviews to- 
day with Manuel Azana, Premier 
and War Minister, and Foreign 
Minister de los Rios.

The bail in the case, it was said, 
would amount to release of the 
prisoners virtually on their own 
recognizance, probably with only 
minor guarantees.

C. M. Clay, an attorney for the 
Reconstruction Corporation, outlin- 
ing its objections to the plan under 
which the reorganization committee 
had hoped to bridge the next five 
or 10 years financially, asserted that 
the needs of the situation were not 
met, 

“The plan,” he said, “leaves a 
large floating debt unprovided for; 
it leaves the capital structure of 
the road ultimately much as it was 
prior to reorganization; it is not 
sufficiently demonstrated that the 
earning power of the road will per- 
manently support the _ structure 
proposed. 

“Further, it is frankly stated that 
the plan amounts to a five-year 
bridge, leaving the ultimate finan- 
cial fate of the road to be deter- 
mined.” 

Clay said the readjustment man- 
agers of the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railroad Co., which is in 
bankruptcy, have suggested to the 
corporation that they would like to 
prepare a plan for reorganization 
which would include consolidation 
of the Rock Island and the Frisco. 

He said he also was informed 
that the chairman of the Frisco 
Board of Directors proposed to take 
up the matter with his board and 
with the readjustment managers of 
the Frisco.

CAPTAIN OF RESCUE SHIP 
DIES FROM OVEREXERTION 


36 Hours on Bridge While Saving 
Oil Vessel’s Crew, Then forced 
to Fight Storm.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fia., July 
°0.—His heart overtaxed by efforts 
to save the crew of the burning 
Cities Service Petrol, Capt. Anton 
Nillsson, master of the tanker, 
Gulf Gem, died Tuesday night in a 
hospital here. 

After being on the bridge of his 
ship for 36 hours before and dur- 
ing the rescue, Capt. Nillsson was 
forced by a storm off Jacksonville 
to stay at his postawhen he should 
have been resting. 

He was in a state of collapse 
when taken off his ship Tuesday 
morning by a Coast Guard vessel, 
which took him tm the hospital 
here.

Capt. F. L. Sears, 
skipper of the Petrol, went down 
with his ship. The vessel burned 
off the North Carolina Coast.

PARIS, July 20.—Ellsworth Vines, 
United States champion, will play 
H. W. (Bunny) Austin, England's 
No. 2 player, in the opening match 
of the Davis Cup final at Roland 
Garros Stadium, tomorrow, accord- 
ing to the draw made here today. 
Wilmer Allison, the United States’ 


second singles player, will be pitted 
against Fred Perry, England’s ace, 
in the second match. 

On Saturday, the American dou- 
bles team of George Lott and John 
Van Ryn will probably oppose 
Perry and George Hughes, the 
English combination, which last 
week won over Australia. The re- 
maining tow singles will be played 
Sunday, with Allison meeting Aus- 
tin and Vines battling Perry. : 

The winner of the match will play 
France in the challenge round, 
starting July 28. 

U. S. Team Is Favored. 

Keyed up to the highest pitch, 
the strongly favored United States 
team and England’s best’ tennis 
players today made their final 
preparations. for the matches. Their 
efforts today were directed mostly 
toward holding the fine “edge” of 
their form ‘with the British, per- 
haps, experiding a little extra en- 
ergy, hoping that Perry’s injured 
shoulder will stand up. Perry ap- 
peared to have no trouble yester- 
day with the shoulder, hurt in last 
week’s duel with Australia, and said 
he was confident it would stand 
the strain. — 

The other British stars, Austin, 
Harold G. N. Lee and Hughes, were 
in good condition, while Vines, 
young No. 1 man on the American 
squad, appeared in superb form. 
Allison, Van Ryn and Lott, the 
other active members of the United 


States squad, were not far behind/ 


him on condition, although Allison 
did not take part in the final stiff 
workout. 
Want Borotra for Singles. 

The interest of Parisian tennis 
followers, however, was centered 
more on the possibility of persuad- 
ing Jean Borotra to play singles 


in next week’s challenge round. 
They just about conceded the vic- 
tory in the interzone. final to the 
United States, making the Amer 
icans 7-5 favorites in what little 
betting went on and figuring that 
England only had an outside chance 
of victory if the British could win 
one of tomorrow’s singles matches. 

Borotra stuck to his guns about 
his intention of playing. only in 
the doubles, saying “My decision is 
absolutely final. I will not play 
in the singles.” 

But the French, remembering 
last year’s change of heart when 
he was persuaded at the last min- 
ute to play in the singles and de- 
feated the Americans almost single- 
handed by beating both Vines and 
Allison, hoped for another such de- 
cision. 

Suzanne Picks Americans. 

“Everybody believes the Ameri- 


cans will win except the players 


lose?” 

That was the way Suzanne Leng- 
len, former French tennis ace and 
six-time Wimbledon women’s cham- 
pion, today, summéd up the chances 
of the American Davis Cup team. 

Bernon S. Prentice, American 
non-playing captain, who concedes 
his squad a “fighting chance,” is 
still modest. He said: 

“Ellsworth Vines, our No. 1 man, 
is at a slight disadvantage on any 
but a grass court. Otherwise the 
team is in the best shape. The boys 
are not tired and they’re keen men- 
tally and physically. There won't 
be any alibis in this match. We 
are wary of the British, and if we 
do win it will be by the closest 
shave.” 

Rene Lacoste, captain of the 
French outfit, said: “There’s no 
doubt in our minds—we’'re sure the 
Americans will win from the Brit- 
ish. After that—who knows?”

The first 
time was in 1919, the first year 
after the Armistice was 
That year the United States did 
not enter a team because it had 
not suffered the war losses which 
weakened other ‘countries for 
Davis Cup competition. 

It was not until 12 years later 
that Great  Britain’s second 
chance in 20 years developed, 
thanks to the play. of the very 
men who will represent the Brit- 
ish Isles against the United 
States, tomorrow—Perry, Austin 
and Hughes.

Great Britain Had Its Day. 


AVIS CUP history began 

in 1900 through the foresight 
of that distinguished St. Louisan, 
Dwight Davis, then a student at 
Harvard University. American 
players took the trophy during 
the first two years of competi- 
tion, with Great Britain the only 
competitor. 


In 1903, 1904, 1905 and 1906, 
England had its Davis Cup hey 
dey. Reginald and Hugh Doherty 
alone won the trophy for Amer- 
ica the first two years. Then 
Sidney Smith joined the team as 
a singles player, while the Doh- 
erty’s did their stuff in singles 
and doubles to win the champion- 
ship two more seasons.

Rise of “Down Under.” 


HE year 1907, however, saw 

‘the rise of that famons pair 
of Australians, Anthony Wilding, 
a New Zealander of tremendous 
power, and the great southpaw 
Norman Brookes. These two 
stars monopolized Davis cup af- 
fairs until 1912, when Cecil Parks, 
Charles Dixon and Al Bemish 
beat Brookes and Heath. Wild- 
ing was not playing. Their su-~“ 
premacy lasted only one year, for 
the United States, using Comet 
McLouglin and R. Norris Wil- 
liams, broke through and brought: 
the cu pback to America in 1912. 

As the Davis cup situation now 
stands, America leads with 10 
victories Australia and France 
are tied for second with six victo- 
ries each. The British Isles team 
has won five times. 

Only two other countries at- 
tained the challenge round. Jap- 
an was one of them. That hap- 
pened in 1921, when Big Bill and 
Little Bill, the famous Tilden and 
Johnston combination, swept over 
Shimizu and Kumaghae, winning 
all five matches. Belgium was the 
other country to reach the chal- 
lenge round. Great Britain won 
that year in five straight sets,

An offer was made to change 
each $1000 bond into a sterling 
bond of £260—at the rate of $3.84 
against the $4.86 parity, reached 
yesterday by the dollar and pound. 

The bonds were floated in the 
United States just before America 
entered the World War in 1917. The 
bonds were in the form of one and 
two year gold notes converted at ex- 
piration into 20-year bonds bearing 
& payment clause reading, “In gold 
coin of the United States of Ameri- 
ca of the standard of weight and 
fineness existing Feb. 1, 1917, or in 
t' . City of London, England, in 
sterling money at the fixed rate of 
$4.86% to the pound.” 


*  Britain’s Explanation. 


The announcement of the invita. 
tion to conversion contained the fol- 
lowing explanation: 

“Recent legislation in the United 
States has provided that any obli- 
gation expressed in gold or in the 
coin or currency of the United 
States shall be discharged upon 
payment dollar for dollar in any 
coin or currency of the United 
States which at the time of pay- 
ment is legal tender for public and 
private debts. 

“It follows from the terms of the 
aforesaid legislation that payment 
of interest and repayment of prin- 
cipal under the existing bonds, if 
made in New York, can only be 
made in currency or coin which is 
at the date of payment legal ten- 
der in the United States for the dis- 
charge of debts, that is, paper dol- 
lars and not in gold dollars. 

“In the very special circum- 
stances which surround this partic- 
ular e, however, his majesty’s

“Great Britain is well within her 
rights in offering to exchange even 
at par, inasmuch as the gold bond 
is legally a paper bond in the Unit- 
ed States now, although Britain 
asks a voluntary acceptance of the 
virtual abrogation of the gold 
clause. This is particularly inter- 
esting in view of the storm of pro- 
test in Great Britain when the 
United States announced it was 
paying interest on its bonds in pa- 
per dollars. 

“The offer probably will prove 
very attractive to some American 
holders, who thus will get an ad- 
vantageous rate of exchange even 
mt a lower rate of interest at a time 
when even Washington intimates do 
not know exactly what the dollar is 
going to do.” 


Reduction in Interest. 


Holders of the $1000 bonds now are 
entitled to $55 annually in interest, 
but at 2% per cent on £260 they will 
get £6 10s. annually. At yesterday's 
parity rate of exchange this is 
equivalent to $31.59, which is about 
3.16 per cent interest. 

If the dollar falls still further in 
value the rate of interest will in.

Although the original issue was 
for $250,000,000, the final paragraph 
of the Government announcement 
stated that only $136,333,500 now 
were outstanding.

DELEGATES LACKED 
UNITY OF PURPOSE 


Hull Trying to Preserve 
Principles of Tariff Truce 


—Group Action on Sil- 
ver, Sugar, Coffee.

LONDON, July 20.—It is now 
abundantly clear that the World 
Economic Conference was_ \fore- 


doomed to failure or to only nega- 
tive results from the moment Pres- 
ident Roosevelt determined upon 
our current experiment in economic 
nationalism. The handwriting 
could be seen upon the wall when 
Raymond Moley made a radio 
speech in May indicating the ad- 
ministration’s first concern was 
with domestic measures and warn- 
ing the public not to expect too 
much of the world conference. This 
deliberate writing down of the con- 
ference in advance was one of the 
factors contributing to our delega- 
tion’s lack of authority at London. 
Moley’s performance was doubly 
remarkable in view of the fact he 
was technically subordinate to the 
leader of our delegation. 

The wonder is not that the con- 
ference has failed to get hoped-for 
results, but that national feelings 
have not been more greatly exacer- 
bated. As already told, Chairman 
Hull is credited here with a large 
share ii the successful effort to 
prevent a breakdown on a t ragic 
note of discord after Roosevelt’s 
July 3 message. 

Curiously Assorted Lot. 

Never has the United States sent 
to an official international gather- 
ing a more curiously assorted lot 
of delegates than those represent- 
ing us at London. Hull as Secre- 
tary of State, was perhaps the log- 
ical choice to head the delegation, 
although practically all his govern- 
mental experience had been on the 
legislative side. That he has been 
able to salvage a semblance of good 
will for America from the wreckage 
of the conference, despfte handi- 
caps inherent in the whole London 
situation and in his own ttaining, 
is a tribute to his tact and open- 
mindedness. 

Hull’s task might have been less 
difficult if he had been allowed a 
larger voice in selecting his asso- 
ciates. He had very little if any- 
thing to do with naming them. The 
delegation was composed of Sen- 
ator Pittman, whose chief and 
practically only..concern is with 
silver; former Gov. James M. Cox; 
Ralph Morrison, Texas banker and 
cattle man; Congressman McRey- 
nolds and Senator Couzens, an able 
man but one not given to doing 
teamwork. 

Merely to call the roll of the dele- 
gates is to indicate how lacking 
they were in unity of purpose. 
They achieved some unity after 
two or three weeks but at the 
start their working along individu- 
alistic lines, for all the world as if 
they had been a group of Senators 
at home, was a source of weakness 
and brought scathing comment 
from observers, | 

For some of the del@gation the 
trip to London was no more than a 
joyride. But for this fact they can 
hardly be blamed. Conditions which 
brought about the collapse of the 
conference were not of their mak- 
ing and no set of delegates, no mat- 
ter how wise or how adroit, could 
have done much better.

Importing Countries’ Pro- 
posals Too Indefinite to 
Fit With Plan to Cut 
Acreage, They Say.

“They have got to do more than 
that,” said a spokesman of one of 
the “Big Four” countries — the 
United States, Canada, Argentina, 
and <Australia—whose delegates 
have been seeking ways to iricrease 
wheat prices. 

“Their offer is in much too gene 
eral terms and leaves too much to 
be taken for granted,” he asserted, 

In various speeches at a meeting 
this morning some of the import- 
ing countries were described as 
probably able to make more spe- 
cific suggestions for encouraging 
the use of wheat.

Hugh Macleod Writes Again. 

To the Editor «© the Post-Dispatch: 

AM writing again to show my grate- 

fulness and to express my deep sense 
of appreciation for your efforts in my. 
behalf, and especially to thank you for 
the publication of my recent letter to 
you and also your editorial of recent 
date, in which you expressed the thought 
that I should receive prompt. executive 
clemency. There is nothing I can add to 
or subtract from your sentiments, but 
what I am desirous of accomplishing is 
some means or method whereby concert- 
ed action can be taken and my case pre- 
sented to the President for his considera- 
‘tion. I would be thankful to you if you 
would offer me any suggestion along this 
line. Needless to say that I cannot get 
concerted action on the matter; single- 
handed efforts would be of no avail. 

It might interest you to know that I 
received letters of sympathy from vari- 
ous sections of the country expressing 
disapproval of my predicament. Is it not 
reasonable to suppose that I would be of 
far more service to my wife and two 
children (the youngest born recently), 
than wasting my time in Leavenworth 
penitentiary? My freedom would mean 
much to my family and just as much te 
society. It would give me an opportunity 
to raise and educate my children so that 
they could get a proper start in life and 
fit them for society. 

The Government certainly would reap 
the dividends later, and I see no reason 
why they persist in my incarceration 
merely because I refused to be parted 
from my family. What is of interest to 
me, and presuma to others that have 
written me, is why it is necessary to 
keep me incarcerated, In order to make 
me a better citizen? Is it presumed that 
by denying my wife and children my pro- 
tection and support, and by submitting 
them to undue suffering through my ab- 
sence, justice will be met? 

The Government’s charge against me 
is a technical violation of the immigr2- 
tion law. This is merely a man-made 
law, not God’s, and so long as laws are 
made and unmade by man, so long will 
they not be infallible. 

Well, I think I have dwelt long enough 
on this subject. I must now draw to a 
conclusion, but before doing so I again 
take the opportunity of thanking you for 
the publicity you have given my case and 
for the valuable space you have donated 
to my cause in your newspaper, especial- 
ly your kind editorial—space that moncy 
cannot purchase. In closing, I may add 
that whatever success I may have in 
securing my release from the penitentiary 
will be through the efforts of your valu- 
able newspaper.

First, the President has proved far 
more liberal in bis sentiments than he was supposed 
to be. In fact, the immensity of his task and the 
contacts which have resulted from his efforts to mas- 
ter it have moved him almost every day farther to 
the left. That be has broken with all that conserva- 
tism which has been dominant in the national coun- 
cils since the World War can no longer be doubted. 
The New-Republic, which has been skeptical, says he 
has proved himself a sincere Hberal. One of the best 
proofs of this is the type of adviser by which. he is 
surrounded. Qne of the Washington correspondents 
says he has never seen so many able and well-mean- 
ing people in key positions as there are at Wasbh- 
ington today. . \ 

The second significant development is the aware- 
ness of privilege and power to the implications of the 
New Deal. It is a commonplace in American politics 
to prattic about, deals, fair, square and new. It is 
unheard ot that any such thing should become re- 
ality. In Wall Street, where privilege and con- 


>| servatism have their lair, it was bruited about during 


the campaign that there was no danger in Mr. Roose- 
velt, that his record as Governor proved it. What 
seems to have happened is that entering a larger 


| sphere gave the President a clearer conception of the 


necessities of a nation which needed liberal leader- 
ship. It is said now that the people whose selfish 
interests are inimical to the public welfare have 
joined solidly in opposition to any more new dealing. 
This is the rea) difficulty with industrial control. In- 
dustrial control advances the postulate that wealth 
should be more equitably distributed in the nation; 
that there shall be no more child labor; that there 
shall be no more starvation wages; that there shall 
be an end to ill-gotten gains. 
This is something of a sockdolager to a country 
which has never known any bridle upon license; which 
has looked for its potentates among the unconscion- 
able; which has averted its gaze from the villainous 
practices of all those who found fortune in cheating; 
which has always. maintained a double standard of 
morals, by which to loot a railroad was one thing 
and to steal a spare tire was something eise. The 
special session of Congress gave only a suggestion of 
what the New Deal proposes to do with all such and 
sundry; but it was a suggestion that struck dis- 
may and disquiet jnto the dark corners of Wall Street. 
We will hear more about plans for the future when 
the next Congress meets: more about an income tax 
for everybody: more about honesty being the best ‘pol- 
icy; more about making America a fit place in which 
to live; more about predatory wealth and how it is 
gained; more about protecting the savings of the 
people; more about the rights of the many as op- 
posed to the artifices of the few. 
As eminent a critic of American life as Harold J. 
Laski thinks the odds are against the New, Deal. His 
idea is that wealth and privilege are too deeply in- 
trenched in America to be uprooted by a few well- 
meaning liberals. We are not so sure that this is the 
case. The United States is an experiment. It has been 
so characterized by every great foreign onlooker since 
Lord Bryce. No other nation has invited the people of 
all lands to join in such an experiment as’ ours. Is it 
therefore likely that what is to happen in the United 
States is indicated by anything else that has hap- 
pened in history? We are inclined to think not. 
What other people have ever shown greater capacity 
for self-government than our own people are now dis- 
playing in the matter of prohibition? What other 
people ever went to the polls in a more peaceful revo 
lution than that which turned the old government out 
and put the new government in? H. N. Brailsford, 
who was for years an editorial writer on the Man- 
chester Guardian, says we are engaged in the stupen- 
dous task of cleaning up the United States; that we 
are to determine whether we shall rule or be ruled; 
whether the lot of the average man or the fortune of 
the selfish individual is to be the great desideratum. 
Truly, this is the case. There is not a day but 
brings confirmation of it from Washington. There is 
scarcely a man or woman in the country who has not 
sensed the stirring of a new American philosophy in 
the day’s news. We have not the slightest idea what 
the outcome is to be. We do know that the means 
we are employing are all we have. If they do not 
serve us, if greed and privilege are to emerge the vic- 
tors in the end, then democracy is a failure and the 
finest of all political promises will have perished. 
Which way?

| MR. HAUGEN OF IOWA. 

Former Congressman Gilbert N: Haugen of Iowa, 
who has just died, was a fine public character. He 
served his district in Congress for 34 years, a rec- 
ord for continuous service, and was beaten only last 
fall when) as it is said, even Abraham Lincoln could 
not have been elected. Mr. Haugen was always faitb- 
ful. to his constituents and, in a larger way, to the 
West. Since, during his entire political life, the in- 
dustrial East held the upper hand in the national 
Government, he represented a fighting minority, de- 
termined to bring about greater consideration for the 
agricultural West. 

To this end, Mr. Haugen, as chairman of the House 
Agricultura! Committee, fought in season and out for 
farm legislation designed to stave off the peonage into 
which American farmers have been descending. His 
own efforts time and again were frustrated. When, 
in the second Coolidge administration, the McNary- 
Haugen farm bill was passed by both houses of 
Congress; Mr. Haugen'’s career seemed about to be 
crowned with succese. That bill, however, despite 
the fact that it commanded the almost unanimous 
support of farm leaders, was vetoed by Mr. Coolidge. 
Again it was passed by Congress, only to meet once 
more the Coolidgean stone wall. | 

A Republican, Mr. Haugen -lived to see a Demo- 
cratic administration undertake the most sweeping 
and fundamental program for farm relief ever 
launched. Throughout the decade 1920-30, when all 
other industry was booming, Mr. Haugen watched 
farm prices and farm land values steadily descend. 
In the few months since Mr. Roosevelt has taken 
office, he saw-a meteoric rise in farm prices, giving 
renewed hope to our agricultural population that 
the 13 ean years they have suffered may now be 
succeeded by fat.ones. 
themselves given power over agriculture with the 
means of balancing it with industry. 

Mr. Haugen had the right to console himself that 
his many years of effort to get the country to under- 
stand the farmers’ cause had not been in vain. As

As a matter of fact, since the historic happen- 
ings of 1922, when the Browns failed by an eyelash 
to win the American League pennant, the club has 
been in the doldrums, while its neighbors, the 
Cardinals, ever since 1926 have been reaping pen- 
nants, glory and world series money. When the 
Browns play ball here, the fans stay away in droves 
and the stands at Sportsman’s Park resemble the 
great, open spaces. 

We would not indict Mr. Killefer for this lament- 
able state of affairs and, as for Mr. Ball, the way 
he stands for deficits is nothing short of heroic. 
In fact, we refuse to indict anyone, even the mem- 
bers of the team, who, according to competent sports 
authorities, are always doing their best. Besides, 
some of the members of the team, like the versatile 
Sammy West and the spinach-eating Oscar Melillo, 
are really super-stars. 

We desire only to express a wish, namely, that 
next year the old adage will read:

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HIGHWAYS NEEDED NEAR ST. LOUIS. 

Missouri has been allotted $12,180,306 for highway 
construction by the new Public Werks Administra- 
tion. There are a number of road improvements in 
and near St. Louis which the State liighway Com- 
mission should consider carefully in laying out its 
program to spend the money. Half of the fund must 
go to routes in the Federal aid system, one-fourth 
to secondary roads and one-fourth to highway exten- 
sions through municipalities. ° 

The proportionate share of St. Louis in the distri- 
bution is about $1,500,000. City officials are prepar- 
ing a schedule of the best places to, spend this. Out- 
standing in the vicinity of St. Louts among possible 
undertakings are: extension of route No. 21 from 
the Ozarks at De Soto into the city over Union and 
Morganford roads; construction of the superhighway 
from Lindbergh boulevard to Wentzville; completion 
of the scenic route along the south bank of the Mis- 
souri River to Hermann or Jefferson City; links to 
make a direct route to the Lake of the Ozarks: a 
connection for a new direct route to the middle 
Ozarks country, via No. 30 and Salem: construction 
of the road along the Mississippi to Louisiana, Mo.; 
paving of route No. 25 from Crystal City to Jackson, 
for a short cut to the South; completion of the outer 
belt highway from Barnhart to Weldon Springs, by 
way of Eureka. 

Widenings which the State should carry. out are 
particularly important. All the trunk highways 
should be doubled or trebled in width.

Remembering this, have we any reason to 
assume that, because the principal nations 
could not make agreements in June, 1933, 
they are never again going to find advan- 
tages in making them?

The three chief parties were the British, 
the French and ourselves. When they met 
in London, what was their position at home? 
We were and are in the midst of a gigantic 
financial and economic movement which is 
only partially completed, and just what the 
state of affairs will be when it is completed, 
no one in the world knows. No one'knows 
what will be the level of our prices and 


wages, of our agricultural and industrial 


costs, and, therefore, no one can at the mo 
ment estimate the meaning of a tariff ar- 
rangement or of a monetary plan. We could 
not negotiate internationally because our 
affairs were moving so rapidly that we did 
not dare to define our national purposes. 
The position of France and the Cuntinental 
gold countries was inherently no less un- 
stable. These countries are clinging to the 
gold parities. But every informed statesman 
in Europe knows that the Continental gold 
crisis is stil] to come. It would be rash to

To recognize all this is a very different 


matter from concluding that

never desire an international monetary sys-

trade. It is no doubt true that in all coun- 
tries there is a strong tendency to seek eco- 
nomic and social security through measures 
of national sufficiency. But no matter how 
far this tendency is carried, it cannot be 
carried to a point where international rela- 
tions are abolished. There will be buying 
and selling across the frontiers, and so the 
most nationalist states will be making in- 


ternational bargains.

The proof came from two sources whose 
ability to speak with authority is above 
question... One source was an alleged sweat- 
shop operator; the other was an officer of 
one of the largest manufacturing companies 
in the world. Both had been accused by 
employes of paying below-subsistence wages. 
Both frankly admitted their wage scales 
wer> too low. And what is most amazing, 
both declared that the only way to better 
business was higher wages. 

In other words, these two representatives 
of industry agreed that business improve- 

jment is possible only through increasing 
wages, as the Recovery Act provides.

Blood Pressure 


OR some reason or other, blood 
Fooresture has taken a hold on 
popular fancy. People discuss 
their blood pressure about as com- 
monly as they discuss the weather. 
They estimate what their blood 
pressure “ought to be” by following 
a formula which calls for adding 
the number of their years to 100. 
This formula is now recognized as 
faulty. If any approximation of the 
so-called proper systolic blood pres- 
sure is made, it is better to add one- 
—e of the age to 120 millime- 
ers. 
However, even this formula has 
even a very limited significance, for 
it has been demonstrated that while 
certain body conditions (as, for ex- 
ample, temperature) are fairly con- 
stant for all humans, others, like 
blood pressure and pulse, vary 
rather widely in different individ- 
uals. 
In considering blood pressure, ma- 
jor emphasis is usually placed on 
the so-called systolic phases. This 
is the phase during which the arter- 
les are receiving the full force of 
the heart’s contraction. Blood pres- 
sure, however, has at least three 
phases, namely, the systolic, the 
diastolic and the pulse pressure. 

The first represents the stage in 
which the heart is contracted; the 
second, when the heart is relaxed 
and the third represents the differ- 
ence in pressure with the heart in 
contraction and in relaxation. 

A proper evaluation of blood pres- 
sure takes each of these three items 
into consideration. In recent years 
as much significance has been at- 
tached to the diastolic and the pulse 
pressures as to systotlic pressure. 
The “height” of blood pressure 
alone does not therefore reveal the 
most important part of the story. 

Blood pressure is affected by emo-

With Normal Bidding. 

Had South passed originally, a 
slam would not necessarily have 
been reached, as South must keep 
rebidding clubs in spite of very 
strong spade and no-trump action 
by North. Several pairs did never- 
theless reach a slam, but always in 
clubs. It is easily made in clubs, 
but, of course, the score is much 
less than in no trumps, as regards 
both trick score and honors. 


The Play. 


West opened the nine of hearts. 
Declarer put up the ace and ran 
the six club tricks, on which West 
discarded two diamonds, a heart, a 
spade. Declarer knew that West's 
original lead was from a worthless 
heart holding, otherwise he would 
have led a touching honor. Plainly, 
therefore, he held a diamond hold- 
ing from which he was afraid to 
lead away. However, only West had 
as yet discarded a spade, so it was 
plain that this suit would not break. 
Since the ace of hearts had been 
knocked out, South could not con- 
cede one spade trick and claim the 
balance. Nevertheless, he made his 
slam. by playing four rounds of 
spades from the top. On the fourth 
round, West was in with the jack 
and found himself inescapably end- 
played. He had only diamonds to 
lead, and so the declarer made both 
the ace and queen of diamonds. 
With six club tricks, three spades 
and a heart trick, this made up the 
12 tricks of the contract. As you 
see, West could not keep an out- 
card in hearts without unguarding 
his jack of spades or blanking his 
king of diamonds. This is a fine 
example of a combined squeeze and 
end play by which South offset the 
terribly damaging heart lead. 
Against any other lead he would 
have no problem, After the ten of 
spades droppédon the second lead, 
he could concede a spade and claim 
the rest. At the same time, the 
heart lead also gave him the vital 
inference that West could not risk 
opening anything else. 

First and Second Hand Psychics. 

Opening the bidding with a psy- 
chic as dealer or second hand is not 
an example to be followed. It is an 
extreme tournament maneuver em- 
ployed usually by pairs who are 
doing badly and cannot afford to 
play for average par score. Play 
my system carefully and you will 
seldom, if ever, find it necessary to 
adopt any such desperate remedy 
for a diseased score. Above all, do 
not, on the strength of this hand, 
look to a dealer’s psychic to give 
you a top score on a slam hand, If 
you catch me making an opening 
bid of this kind against you in a 
tournament do not ‘harshly quote 
these, my own words, against mie. 
Forgive my inconsistency and say 
to yourself that I, having a bad 
score so far and knowing you to be 
a student and player of my system, 
have decided that only a first-hand 
psychic could conceivably prevent 
you and the system from getting 
the maximum result on what I 
suspect to be a big hand.
